Federal regulation opens 
doors for the handicapped

More than 250 disabled students at SAC will 
benefit from a four-year-old federal regulation that 
was recently put into effect. 

The regulation was originally a part of the 1973 
Rehabilitation Act that prevents anyone who 
receives federal funds from discriminating against 
handicapped students. The bill was signed by 
Health, Education and Welfare Secretary Joseph 
Califano, due partially to pressure from mass 
sit-ins in San Francisco and Washington D.C. by 
handicapped individuals. 

The regulation states that all handicapped 
persons must have the same opportunity to go to 
certain. schools and classrooms as do 
non-handicapped students. Buildings must be 
made accessible to the handicapped, and any 
institution that does not have available entrances 
will have three years in which to modify any 
obstructions or barriers. 

It also prevents employers who receive federal 
funds from providing inadequate facilities for

individuals who are handicapped but capable of 
performing a job. 

Mary Majors, coordinator of the Disabled 
Student Center at SAC, feels that the regulation 
will be a great help to handicapped students. 

“It should be a boon to anyone that is 
disabled,’’ said Majors. ‘‘Handicapped people just 
want the same rights as everyone else. Basically 
too, working handicapped students have shown 
that they have a high work performance and a low 
absence rate. The disabled students at SAC seem 
to be in tune with what's going on. This regulation 
will open a lot of doors for them.” 

The college is presently underway to improve 
facilities on campus that will provide accessible 
entrances for handicapped students. Besides 
present elevators and_ electric doors, the 
administration has plans for an elevator to be 
installed in the bookstore, electronic doors in the 
Humanities building, which are presently under 
construction, and a ramp at Cook Gym, which has 
been a difficult and dangerous place for 


handicapped students to venture. 


Dean Harris

“Dean Harris has been 
considering returning to the 
classroom for some time,” 
explained Dr. Richard Sneed, 
SAC Vice President of Academic 
Affairs. Harris will teach English 
full-time starting this fall. 

Harris came to SAC in 1971 
as the division chairman of 
Language Arts. After 2 years the 
Humanities and Language Arts 
divisions merged to form the 
current Humanities structure, 
“to streamline the work’’, which 
he has headed for four years.

demonstrate 


in protest of ASB cards

that the event described 
below might be cancelled.

Several SAC students will 
demonstrate at next week’s 
student government elections to 
protest that they are not 
officially recognized on campus 
as a Young Republicans Club. 

Richard Pino, the ‘‘club’s’’ 
president, explained why they 
will picket. ‘‘We hope to bring to 
everyone’s attention the fact 
that a few students control what 
all the students must do,” he 
said. ‘‘We don't feel it’s anyone’s 
business -- including the ASB -- 
what we do or don’t do as 
individuals.”’ 

Pino said that, in order for 
any club to be sanctioned on 
campus, it must have a minimum 
of 15 members, and_ each 
individual is required to pay $10 
for an ASB card. 

“The ASB~ crushes’ First 
Amendment rights,” he 
continued firmly, ‘‘because we 
don’t have the right to speak; 
since we don't have 15 members, 


nor have we purchased ASB 
cards.”’ 

Pino said that officially 
recognized clubs are allowed 
rooms in which to meet, and can 
invite guest speakers with ASB 
approval, but since the 
Republicans’ Club does not 
qualify (to be recognized) as a 
bonafide club, its members are 
denied these priveliges. 

“That’s dictatorship!’’ he 
exclaimed. ‘‘They’re holding a 
gun to your head and saying, 
‘give us $150 or you can’t do 
anything on this campus.’ 


He concluded, ‘ASB makes 
rules that govern our conduct on 
campus, and the leaders are 
elected by less than 1 per cent of 
the student body.” 


Student Activities Director 
Don McCain said that he had not 
been aware of the impending 
demonstration and he said, “'l 
don’t know ~ where they 
(Republican Club) got that 
figure (1 per cent),” he said, 
“Considering we sold 3,000 ASB 
cards this school year.’’ McCain 
said that based upon the 1 
percent figure the total campus 
enrollment would have to be 
300,000. 


He went on to say that, to 
the best of his knowledge, there 
is no Republican’s Club on 
campus at the present time. He’d 
heard the now defunct Young 
Republican’s Club considered 
regrouping but, the parties 
involved had not fulfilled basic 
requirements. 


“A recognized club must have 
a faculty advisor present at each 
meeting,” he went on. ‘And 
that advisor is John Schmitz. He 
told-me he hasn't attended a 
meeting for some time.” 


McCain said that no one has 
talked with him about the club, 
and that no_ petition for 
reinstatement has been 
submitted to the’ Inter-Club 
Council, as required. 


Student government elections 
will be held Monday through 
Wednesday, May 9-11, from 9 
am. to 1:30 p.m., and from 
6:30-8:30 p.m. 

Voting will take place in 
booths on the campus mall, next 
to Russell Hall.

Now families 
and groups huddle together for 
warmth. Unlike capitalistic, 
imperialistic Russia, we do not 
erode the quality of our lives 
with industrialization. 


The government has noted, 
however, that this has caused a 
marked increase in the birth 
rate, but an optimist observes 
that we are merely replacing 
those who are dying at younger 
ages. Hospitals cannot obtain the 
electricity for the sophisticated, 
complicated life-saving 
machinery that once prolonged 
the lives of non-useful, 
unhealthy citizens.

Embezzling within the major 
corporations has declined 72 per 
cent since 1977. Of course, the 
number of major corporations 
has dropped by 94 per cent 
during that same span of time. 
There are infinitely few murders 
committed with firearms, 
because ffirearms are now 
manufactured only for military 
use . . . murders by poison, 
strangling and staffing have 
increased, however. 


Unemployment has all but 
disappeared, since so much time 
is consumed by workers in 
walking or bicycling to their 
jobs; more people are needed to 
fill existing jobs. 


The average family unit in 
our great country has more 
members -- 8.3 per family as 
opposed to 4.2 in 1979. Without 
television family members had 


to devise other forms of 
intertainment. 
The most marked 


demographic change has been 
the shift from urban to rural 
living. During the early 1980's 
city dwellers scrambled madly to 
acquire land from which” they 
could eke out a living. This 
created a minor civil war in 
1984, so the great Carter (who 
was re-elected because of his 
genius) issued the Proclamation 
of Public Domain. 


The Proclamation eliminated 
any individual being allowed to 
own land, and ownership of all 
real estate reverted to the federal 
government. We no longer have 
what was referred to as “the 
middle class.’ Of course there 
are a few very wealthy, such as 
the Rockefellers and Kennedys, 
but the rest of us are truly equal, 
as guaranteed by the 
Constitution of the United 
States. 


And more power to run their 
own lives has reverted to people 
on the local level. Martial law 
prevails throughout the country, 
because police cannot stem the 
tide of crime since they are not 
allowed to carry firearms. So, 
although the federal government 
is still the highest law of the 
land, we really have = a 


government of the people, by 
the people and for the people.

“Somebody once said that 
wherever | went I just set up my 
own Marine Corps... There was 
a reason for that, | didn’t much 
like the way they had it set up 
before | got there. 

“My guys stayed in more 
trouble on the ground and in the 
air than any other squadron in 
Marine Corps history. We were a 
haven for drunks and screw-ups 
and trouble-makers. But it didn’t 
seem to matter to the nurses, 
and God knows it didn’t matter 
to me. Some of us lived and 
some died, but we were always 
Blacksheep.”’

Transportation’s seminar series

Gregory “Pappy” Boyington 
answered questions about his 
WWII exploits as commander of 
the heroic fighter squadron VMF

214, which has become the basis 
for NBC’s popular TV series Baa 
Baa BLACKSHEEP. Boyington 
is Technical Advisor for the 
show, which _ stars Robert 
Conrad as the hard -drinking 
Marine Corps Major. 

When Boyington arrived at 
SAC from Orange County 
Airport on Monday, he was 
greeted outside of Dunlap Hall 
by about 70 fans’ and 
“‘Blacksheepers’’ with cries of 
“Hello Pappy,”’ and a stream of 
autograph requests. 

Explaining that he didn’t like 
to sit quietly through lectures 
the 69-year-old opened the one 
and one half hour talk to the 
audience of about 250 people by 
saying, “You can ask = any 
question you want and if | don’t 
know the answer I'll be fair -- I'll 
lie.”” 


“Pappy” flew, but the old VMF 214 is still around, now under the 
command of Lt. Col. D.C. Fitzgerald. The VMA 214 is based at El 


Toro Marine Air Station. 


Photos and story by Jim Stoughton Through the questions, Pappy 


relived the early days of the war 
when, after a career with the 
famed Flying Tigers, where he 
quickly chalked up six “kills,” 
he became a Marine Corp 
Major and was sent to the tiny 
Pacific island of Espiritu Santos, 
(not Espiritus Marcos as on TV). 
There, “Boyington’s Bastards,” 
(toned down to “‘Blacksheep”’ 
by the stateside press) made 
Marine Corps history. 

During the first 84 combat 
days of “Pappy’s’’ two-year 
command, (Aug. ‘42 to Jan,‘44) 
Blacksheep’s elite corps of crack 
pilots, many of whom _ hao 
already earned the five kills 
which constitute an “ace,” 
downed an_ incredible 197 
enemy | aircraft. 


The strain of too many night 
missions with tobacco in the 
corner of his eyes led to the 
inevitable though, and on Jan: 
3, 1944, Maj. Boyington was 
having last minute premonitions 
about that morning’s mission. 

His ground crew was argueing 
that if he got shot down that he 
wouldn't be back six months 
after the war. ‘‘Pappy”’ retorted, 
“Don’t worry if I’m missing, 
because I'll see you in Diego and 
we'll throw a party six months 
after the war is over.” 

That day, Boyington 
encountered = several enemy 
aircraft dodging in and out of 
scattered clouds. : 

Pouring a long fusillade into a 
zero he saw it burst into flames, 
but now it was the Japanese’s 
turn and out manuvered by the

More competitive balance in 
the South Coast Conference this 
season was the reason Coach Lee 
Ramirez gave as to why SAC’s 
tennis team had a subpar year. 

Sporting a final conference 
record of 1-11 and a 5-16 mark 
overall, the Dons still boasted 
two top. singles players in 
captain Tom Hannah and Mike 
Chwalek. This tandem also gave 
SAC .one of the best doubles 
teams in Orange County. 

“There was a lot of good 
players and teams from top to 
bottom in the conference,” said 
Ramirez. ‘‘For example, the top 
singles players in the SCC, Rick 
Goldberg of Grossmont, lost 
three matches. That is unusually 
high for the conference MVP.” 

The coach went on to say 
that Hannah, who was also in 
the running for the MVP award, 
lost five matches. ‘But he 
probably would not have lost 
that many had he not been 
bothered by a bad back.” 

Hannah and Chwalek 
combined for a doubles record 
of 8-3, good for second best in 
the league. Their consistently 
good performances caught the 
eyes of many major college 
recruiters. 


“A lot of colleges are 
seriously interested in these 
two,” Ramirez commented. 


“Hannah was our best player 
this year and Chwalek was just a 
step behind Tom in ability. They 
have not yet decided which 
college to choose but they will 
Probably pick a small major 
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college with a good tennis 


tourney Monday. Instead, the 
Dons will be going strong again 
this Monday as they compete in 
the Southern Section 
tournament at Borrego Springs 
in Hemet. 


The Southern Section will 
include 96 players, 72 from 12 
teams representing the © six 
Southern California conferences 
and 24 who qualified on 
individual basis. SAC and 
Grossmont will be the SCC 
representatives.

In a memo sent to the faculty on May 2, Todd explained that it 
had come to his attention that three freshmen (Sylvester Pritchett, 
Ricky Patterson and Kevin Williams) would not be returning to SAC 
next year.

Cagers to leave SAC - why?

A cloud of mystery has 
descended upon the SAC 
campus with the news that three 
of the Dons’ top basketball 
players will not be returning 
next fall. 

Coach Rolland Todd stated 
he did not know why front line 
starters Sylvester Pritchett, 
Ricky Patterson and _ Kevin 
Williams would not be returning 
to SAC. 

However, an informed source 
told el DON that a combination 
of reasons such as 
disenchantment with the campus 
and the basketball program at 
SAC plus a desire to attend a 
community college nearer the 
beach were key points in the 
trio’s decision to __ transfer 
elsewhere. 

“They had no reason to 
stay,” the source said. “They 
wanted to go somewhere near 
the coast to a community 
college with a better basketball 
program.” 

The source also stated that he 
felt Coach Todd thought the 
players were too dependent on 
him and his staff for jobs and 
class schedules and that Todd 
did not believe it when Pritchett, 
Patterson and Williams informed 
him they were leaving SAC. 

Since Pritchett lives in San 
Mateo, it is believed that he will 
attend a college closer to home, 
probably San Jose State. His loss 
will be a double blow for SAC. 
Pritchett not only was a top

basketball performer, but also 
was the number one high jumper 
in the South Coast Conference. 

Patterson, 6-7 freshman from 
Hugo, Oklahoma, and the 6-7 
Williams, from Detroit, 
Michigan, are expected to 
transfer to Saddleback 
Community College in Mission 
Viejo. 

Gaucho coach Bill Mulligan 
acknowledged that he knew 
about Patterson’s and Williams’ 
intentions of switching to 


Saddleback. He did not want to 
discuss .the situation further 
“until | have talked to Coach 
Todd.’’ When contacted again, 
Mulligan felt the big attraction 
to the ocean was probably the 
reason why the duo chose to, 
transfer. Mulligan also expressed 
his disapproval of the rule which 
allows students the freedom to 
change colleges whenever they 
desire.

Patterson was reluctant to 
talk about why he~- was 
transferring to another college. 
But he did say that it was 
“nothing personal against Coach 
Todd and his program.’ He 
pleaded the PtH 
Amendment,” to any further 
questions. The other two players 
were not available for comment. 

Pritchett and Williams were 
second and third in scoring for 
the Dons this season behind 
sophomore Steve Smith. 
Williams was also third = in 
rebounding with Pritchett and 
Patterson tied for fourth.
